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BUTTE FALLS SCHOOL DISTRICT #91 


Butte Falls School District # 91 was 
formed in 1906. Board members elected 
were; Ben Fredenburg, M. Boughton, J.M. 
Heckathorn as Directors and John 
McAllister, Clerk. A building was leased in 
1906 pending the construction of a new 
school house. Miss Nancy Caddell was the 
first teacher, teaching eight grades in one 
room. The 1974 drawing (above) by 
William Edmondson is in the Southern 
Oregon Historical Society collection, 

# 2887. 


In 1906-1907, the District set up 
warrants to be sold to build a permanent 
school building. Block twelve in Butte Falls 
Township was purchased from the Butte 
Falls Sugar Pine Lumber Company for the 
location of the new building that would 
house both elementary grades and a 
three-year high school. The picture (below) 
taken in 1908 by Emest W. Smith, shows 
construction of the new building and is in 
the Southern Oregon Historical Society 
collection, # 2859. 


BUTTE FALLS SCHOOL 
THEN & NOW 


Mr. Bert Harris, of the Butte Falls 
Sugar Pine Lumber Company was 
instrumental in getting the building 
completed in 1908. The two story 
structure housed the elementary grades on 
the lower level and the high school on the 
top floor. The high school began as a 
three-year school. 
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A fourth year was added in 1917 and 
continued in this building until a high 
school building was completed in 1926. 

The two story building above was 
demolished in 1967 and the modern Butte 
Falls Elementary School was built. The

BUTTE FALLS HIGH SCHOOL 
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The Butte Falls High School building 
was erected in 1926. Board members at 
that time were Mrs. Leola L. Stoddard, 
Chairman; Mrs. James Simerville, Carl W. 
Jackson and E.A. Hildreth, 5r., Clerk. 

David and Rhoda Dunlap originally 
took up the property as a homestead on 
February 25, 1870. In later years, lots 1, 2, 
3 and 4 in Block 7, were sold to School 
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District #91 by Mr. and Mrs. George 
Albert. Lots 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14 and 
15 in Block 7, were purchased from 
Owen-Oregon Lumber Co. and lots 16, 17 
and 18 in Block 7, from Merle J. Brainard. 
Through the years, additional buildings 
and improvements have been added. 
Pictured here, the Butte Falls High School 
looks as stately today, as it did years past.

1 remember the trout fishing, swimming at the 
Falls and sled rides on the mountain. 

Activities; I participated in school plays, band and athletics. 

Robert attended elementary school in Butte Falls for his first seven years, then moved 
away but retumed for his Junior and Senior years of high school. That summer before schoo! 
started he spent pitching hay at Rancheria. 

There was no football program so he played basketball and baseball. The schools were 
divided into 2 state classes, A or B. There were about 10 teams in the class B schedule in this 
area. At the end of the season some 36 Class B schools met for a tournament at the college in 
Ashland. Butte Falls had finished 2nd in the county having lost 2 close games to St. Marys of 
Medford. Butte Falls won the tournament, beating St Marys along the way. 

Robert was selected the outstanding player of the tournament out of all 36 schools.

Butte Falls had a good baseball team that year, too. They won all of their games and then 
won the County Championship beating Jacksonville, 10 - 1. 

In his senior year the basketball team took first in the league and then played Central 
Point and beat them for County Championship at the Ashland tournament. Butte Falls won even 
without Bud Tungate who was the center. Bud was out with an ankle sprain so Butte Falls was 
left with about 7 players and the biggest was 5” 10” tall. Once again they won the tournament 
and Robert was selected the most outstanding player 
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The Butte Falls team went to the State Championship tournament but lost, first to 
Harrisburg and then to Baker so no trophy came home that year. Robert was selected to the All 


State B team in both 1939 & 1940.

Fifty winters have come and gone 
since Butte Falls claimed its first state 
basketball championship. 

Faint memories were stirred for Bill 
Rodgers Saturday when he watched his 

grandson's team defeat Falls City 51-49 
to win the Class 1A state championship 
in Baker City. 

Rodgers was a starter on the Bulte 
Falls team that triumphed over 
Westport 39-28 at McArthur Court in 
Eugene to win the 1942 state B 
championship. - 

The Loggers won all 10 of their 
Jackson and Josephine County League 
games and were the Northern Division 
Southern Oregon B champions. Johnny 
Kent's free throw with no time . 
remaining gave Butte Falls a 35-34 
victory over the Jacksonville Redskins 
in the district playoffs. The win boosted 
the Loggers into the eight-team 
tournament for the third time in four 
years. 

“We were a little awed when we 
walked in there,” recalls Rodgers, a 
starting forward. 

“It was the first time we'd ever played 
in a gym with glass backboards. It was 
alittle hard to get used to.” 

Like the Butte Falls team that won 
the title last weekend, the '42 Logger 
squad had the right chemistry. 

“The same group played together 
from grade school on through and 
happened to jell our senior year,” 

* Rodgers says. 
The gym in Butte Falls is the same 
' one that the Loggers have used all of 
Rodgers' life. 

“The floor is the same one that's 

always been there," he says. “The only 


changes they've made is to add a weight 
room and make the locker rooms a little 
bigger." 

Bill Emigh. the Loggers’ coach in 
1942, succeeded Ken Schillings, who 
had coached the previous three seasons. 

Reports are sparse from the 
championship game when the Loggers 
faced Westport, the defending state 
champion. Butte Falls trailed by three 
points early in the second period, but 
grabbed a 20-13 halftime advantage. 
Westport star Art Verment sprained his 
thumb in the second period and was 
neutralized by the injury in the second 
half. Nevertheless, he joined Kent on an 
all-tournament team. 

It took the Loggers 50 years to win 
another championship. Rodgers’ 
grandson Jeremy scored all seven of his 
points in the final quarter. 

Leland Ellis, whose nephews Eric and 
Jason E}lis carried much of the scoring 
load this season, also started on the "42 
club. 

Bob Rodgers, Glen Alberts, Les Scott, - 
Gordon Moore and Jess Francis also 
played on the eight-man squad. 

Bill Rodgers graduated in June of 
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1942 and joined the Marine Corps. He 
was Stationed at Pearl Harbor for much 
of World War Il. 

When he returned to Butte Falls after 
the war. much had changed. Emighand |! 
other Butte Falls teachers had 
departed. 

“They were all gone,” Rodgers says. 
“They just more or Jess disappeared.” 

Today, only three players remain 
alive: Rodgers. Kent and Alberts. 

Rodgers has remained a Butte Falls 
fan all his life and has attended several 
state tournaments in recent years. Last 
week, he ran into Verment at the 
tournament. 

While the present team created 
memories for its future on the Baker 
High floor Saturday. memories of 1942 
were played out once more in Rodgers’ 
mind. 

SPOILS OF VICTORY — The 
Loggers were given a heroes’ welcome 
when they pulled into town Sunday 
evening. 

“We had a police car and fire engine 
and all that good stuff,” said Butte Falls 
Coach Keith Williams. 

The Loggers, ranked No. I all season 
long, entered the tournament as the 
Skyline-7 League's No. 2 team after 
losing a district playoff to Umpqua 
Valley Christian. 

“That just made our players more 
determined to do well,” Williams said. 
“We've brought more talented teams to 
the tournament in the past. But none

Lee wants us to remember the Medco logging train that hauled logs from the woods to the 
mill in Medford. Every day the train pulled flat cars loaded with logs out of the woods and up 
Fish Hatchery hill, passing very close to the old grade school. Notice the bell tower of the grade 
school visible just to the left of the smoke stack in the 1962 photo above. 

The fish hatchery hill was so steep, that the train could not pull the cars up all at once so 
they hauled them up in two sections. This meant that the chugging train had to pass the grade 
school several times every afternoon. Each time it crossed the highway at Broad Street, it would 
blow the whistle. Of course the chugging and tooting interrupted many a lesson. Teachers 
planned study time while the train slowly made the trips back and forth past the school. Then, 
there would be more chugging as the two sections were coupled back together for the trip to the 
mill. Finally, the train would be on its way and classes would resume. 

It was a tradition that the “older” boys would frequently grease the tracks so the train 
would spin out on the steepest part of the grade. We would hear the train chugging steadily up 
the hill, then all of a sudden, it would start to slip, ch, ch, ch, chug, ch, ch, ch, chug as the drivers 
hit the grease. In every class, kids would hear this and know what had happened. We would 
kind of look around and snicker but nobody ever let slip who the “grease culprits” were, although 
it was rumored that some of them might have had fathers who operated the train.
